DECISIONS OF THE PRESI- 
DENT. 


November 17, 1917. 
Mr. Owen Miller, Secretary A. F. of 
M., St. Louis, Mo. 
Dear Sir and Brother: 
Recently a Local addressed the fol- 
lowing inquiry to this office: 


“If a contract with a symphony or- 
chestra is made for more than one 


season, is the engagement covered by 
such contract considered a passing en- 
gagement, or is it to be considered 
an engagement for the period of the 
contract?” 


The above inquiry refers to sym- 
phony orchestra engagements, for 
which members of the Federation, with 
the consent of the Local, may be em- 
ployed from outside of the jurisdic- 
tion of the Local in which the sym- 
phony orchestra is maintained. 

It appears that members signing 
contracts which cover more than one 
season, appear in the jurisdiction of 
the Local, deposit their transfer cards, 
play their symphony season, exercise 
all such other rights as are guaran- 
teed to transferred members under the 
laws of the Federation of Musicians, 
and then, after the close of a season, 
withdraw their transfer cards, leave 
the jurisdiction of the Local to re- 
turn thereto to deposit their cards 
again for the purpose of playing the 
season next following. 


It is clear that the condition as 
above explained is unfair to the local 
union affected thereby, and it is not 
in accordance with the spirit of the 
transfer law of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians. Therefore, the fol- 
lowing rule will henceforth be binding 
on the members of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, until such time 
as a convention of the Federation may 
either annul or modify same: 


“A member who accepts an engage- 
ment in the jurisdiction of a Local 
other than that to which he belongs, 
and said engagement covers several 
seasons, all of which together exceed 


a period of six (6) months, can not, 


in the interim between said seasons, 
withdraw his transfer acrd, but must, 
six (6) months from the day of de- 
posit of his transfer card, become a 
full member of the Local. Excepted 
from this rule are members who with- 
draw their transfer card with the per- 
mission of the Local.”

The members who fulfill such 
a traveling engagement can not, while 
doing so, accept miscellaneous en- 
gagements in the jurisdiction of the 
Local even though they have become 
full members of the Local. How- 
ever, if a Local, after the members of 
a traveling band or orchestra have de- 
posited their transfer cards, grants 
them the right to at all times play 
miscellaneous engagements, and such 
members avail themselves of such 
right, then the engagement becomes 
a local engagement, and for all va- 
cancies local members must be em- 
ployed, unless the Local agrees other- 
wise.”

A CORRECTION. 


In the October issue of the Inter- 
national Musician an article or copy 
of a protest which was drafted by a 
committee of members of Local No. 
3, of Indianapolis, Ind., was published 
and followed by a statement that the 
Police Band of this city had been 
abolished. 

The Police Band is inactive at the 
present writing but it is still in exist- 
ence and has played in public since 
the above mentioned article was pub- 
lished. 

The true situation is just this: An 
election held on Nov. 6, 1917 in this 
city has clearly shown that the ma- 
jority of the people are tired of the 
manner in which the present set of 
city officials have misused their pow- 
er. One of the flagrant examples of 
this misuse was the establishment and 
maintenance of this Police Band. 

Any man who could toot a horn, 
no matter how badly he tooted, could 
get a job on the force. He was not 
disqualified by being under size or 
under weight nor was his moral 
standing in the community ques- 
tioned. The result of such methods 
has been a very rotten band and a 
very inefficient police force, 

Our protest, which was sent to all 
local unions of the various crafts was 
taken up by Mr. Edw. Barry, city 
councilman and member of Typo- 
graphical Union No. 1. The council 
made a law which provided for an in- 
crease in police salaries for police 
duty only. 

This ordinance was vetoed by the 
Mayor, and this was the action which 
was supposed to abolish the police

RED CROSS THEATER DAY. 


November 10, 1917. 
To the Officers and Members of the 

American Federation of Musicians, 

Local No. 701, Miami-Globe, Ariz.: 

The Red Cross War Council of the 
United States, Mr. Henry B. David- 
son, Chairman, with the concurrence 
of the President of the United States, 
has proclaimed Friday, Dec. 7th, as 
a RED CROSS THEATER DAY. 
On said day, a special Red Cross Mat- 
inee, the gross receipts of which will 
be devoted to the Red Cross Fund, 
will be given. The Red Cross Com- 
mittee in each city, instructed from 
Washington, will co-operate with the 
different theater managers, in- fact 
everybody connected with the theater 
in any way, shape or manner, should 
lend their support to the Red Cross 
on that day for the purpose in ques- 
tion, free of any expense. As a re- 
sult, the American Federation of Mu- 
sicians has been requested to advise 
its local unions to have their members 
donate their services for the occasion. 
The International Executive Board of 
the American Federation of Musicians 
is of the opinion that without ques- 
tion the patriotism of the members 
of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians will find its proper expression 
in acquiescing in the request of the 
Red Cross committee, that is, that 
they will donate their services for 
this Red Cross Benefit performance. 

The performance will not take the 
place of any regular performance, and 
therefore, the members of the Fed- 
eration employed in theaters or such 
as travel with theatrical companies 
will suffer no reduction in their week- 
ly salary by reason of playing this 
benefit performance. The war tax on 
theatcr tickets is suspended by the 
authorities of the United States for 
the performance in question. 

Your Local, with the concurrence 
of the International Board, is hereby 
instructed to make proper arrange- 
ments for the rendering by its mem- 
bers free of charge on this occasion, 
and this office on behalf of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Musicians requests 
your Local to be of assistance in all 
else which will have a tendency to 
make this benefit a huge success.

PRESIDENT WILSON’S AD- 
DRESS AT THE BUFFALO 
CONVENTION, A. F. OF L. 


“Mr. President, Delegates of the American 
Federation of Labor, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

“I esteem it a great privilege aud a real 
honor to be thus admitted to your public 
councis. When your Executive Committee 
paid me the compliment of inviting me here, 
I gladly accepted the invitation because it 
seems to me that this above all other times 
in our history is the time for common coun- 
sel, for the drawing together not only of the 
energies but of the minds of the nation, I 
thought that it was a welcome opportunity 
for disclosing to you some of the thoughts 
that have been gathering in my mind during 
the last months. 

“I am introduced to you as the President 
of the United States, and yet I would be 
pleased if you would put the thought of the 
office into the background and regard me as 
one of your fellow-citizens who has come here 
to speak, not the words of authority, but the 
words of counsel, the words which men should 
speak to one another who wish to be frank 
in a moment more critical perhaps than the 
history of the world has ever yet known, a 
moment when it is every man’s duty to forget 
himself, to forget his own interests, to fill 
himself with the nobility of a great national 


momentous 


and world conception and act upon a new 
platform elevated above the ordinary affairs 
of Nfe and lifted to where men have views 


of the long destiny of mankind. I think that 
in order to realize just what this moment of 
counsel is it is very desirable that we should 
remind ourselves just how this war came about 
and just what it is for. You can explain most 
wars very simply, but the explanation of this 
is not so simple. Its roots run deep into all 
the obscure soils of history, and in my view 
this is the last issue between the old princi- 
ples of power and the new principles of free- 
dom. 

“The war was started by Germany. Her 
authorities deny that they started it, but I 
am willing to let the statement I have just 
made await the verdict of history. And the 
thing that needs to be explained is why Ger- 
many started the war. Remember what the 
position of Germany in the world was—as 
enviable a position as any nation has ever 
occupied. The whole world stood at admira- 
tion of her wonderful intellectual and material 
achievements. All the intellectual men of the 
world went to school to her. As a university 
man I have been surrounded by men trained 
in Germany, men who had resorted to Ger- 
many because nowhere else could they get 
such thorough and searching training, partic- 
ularly in the principles of science and the 
principles that underly modern material 
achievement. Her men of science had made 
her industries perhaps the most competent 
industries of the world, and the label “Made 
in Germany” was a guarantee of good work- 
manship and of send material. She had ac- 
cess to all the markets of the world, and every 


other nation who traded in those markets 
feared Germany because of her effective and 
almost irresistible competition. She had “a 
place in the sun.” 

“Why was she not satisfied? What more 
did she want? There was nothing in the 


world of peace that she did not already have 
and have in abundance. We boast of the 
extraordinary pace of American advancement. 
We show with pride the statistics of the in- 
crease of our industries and of the population 
of our cities. Well, those statistics did not 
match the recent statistics of Germany. Her 
old cities took on youth, grew faster than 
any American cities ever grew. Her old in- 


dustries opened their eyes and saw a new 
world and went out for its conquest. And 
yet the authorities of Germany were not sat- 


isfied. You have one part of the answer to the 
she was not her 
There is no import- 
ant industry in Germany upon which the Gov- 
ernment has not laid its hands, to direct it 
and when necessity arose ocntrol it; and you 
have only to ask any man whom you meet 
who is familiar with the conditions that pre- 
vailed before the war in the matter of national 
competition to find out the methods of com 
petition which the German manufacturers and 
exporters used under the patronage and sup- 
port of the government of Germany. You 
will find that they were the same sorts of 
competition that we have tried to prevent by 
law within our own borders. If they could 
not sell their goods cheaper than we could 


question why satisfied in

“But that did not satisfy the German gov- 
ernment. All the while there was iying be- 
hind its thought in its dreams of the future 
a political control which would enable it in 
the long run to dominate the labor and the in- 
dustry of the world. They were not content 
with success by superior achievement; they 
wanted success by authority. I suppose very 
few of you have thought much about the Ber- 
lin-to-Bagdad Railway. The Berlin-to-Bagdad 
Railway was constructed in order to run the 
threat of force down the flank of the indus- 
trial undertakings of half a dozen other coun- 
tries; so that when German competition came 
in it would not be resisted too far, because 
there was always the possibility of getting 
German armies into the heart of that coun- 
try quicker than any other armies could be 
got there. 
“Look at the map of Europe now! Ger- 
many is thrusting upon us again and again 
the discussion of peace talks about what? 
Talks about Belgium; talks about northern 
France; talks avout Alsace-Lorraine. Well, 
those are deeply interesting subjects to us 
and to them, but they are not talking about 
the heart of the matter. Take the map and 
look at it. Germany has asolute control of 
Austria-Hungary, practical control of the Bal- 
kan states, control of Turkey, control of Asia 


Minor. I saw a map in which the whole 
thing was printed in appropriate black the 
other day, and the black stretched all the 
way from Hamburg to Bagdad—the bulk of 
German power inserted into the heart of the 
world. If she can keep that, she has kept 
all that her dreams contemplated when the 


war began. If she can keep that, her power 
can disturb the world as long as she keeps it, 
always provided, for I feel bound to put this 


proviso in—always provided the present in- 
fluences that control the German government 
continue to control it. I believe that the 


spirit of freedom can get irito the hearts of 
Germans and find as fine a welcome there as 
it can find in any other hearts, but the spirit 
of freedom does not suit the plans of the Pan- 
Germans. Power can not be used with con- 
centrated against free peoples if wt is 
used by free people. 


force 


“You know how many intimations came to 
us from one of the Central Powers that it 
is more anxious for peace than the chief Cen- 
tral Power, and you know that it means that 
the people in that Central Power know. that 
if the war ends as it stands they will in ef- 
fect themselves be vassals of Germany, not- 
withstanding that their populations are com- 
pounded of all thé peoples of that part of the 


wor.d, and notwithstanding the fact that they 
do not wish in their pride and proper spirit 
of nationality to be so absorbed and dominat- 
ed. Germany is determined that the political 
power of the world shall belong to her. There 
have, been such ambitions before. They have 
been in part realized, but never before have 
those ambitions been based upon so exact and 
precise and scientfiic a plan of domination. 

“May I not say that it is amazine to me 
that any group of persons should be so ill 
informed as to suppose, as some groups in 
Russia apparently suppose, that any reforms 
planned in the interest of the people can live 
in the presence of a Germany powerful enough 
to undermine or overthrow them by intrigue 
or force? Any body of free men that com- 
pounds with the present German Government 
is compounding for its own destruction. But 
that is not the whole of the story. Atty man 
in America or anywhere else that supposes 
that the free industry and enterprise of the 
world can continue if the Pan-German plan 
is achieved and German power fastened upon 
the world is as fatuous as the dreamers in 
Russia. What I am opposed to is not the 
feeling of the pacifists but their stupidity. 
My heart is with them but my mind has a 
contempt for them, I want peace, but I 
know how to get it and they do not. 

“You will notice that I sent a friend of 
Colonel House, to Europe, who is as 
great a lover of peace as any man in the 
world, but I didn’t send him on a peace mis- 
sion yet. I sent him to take part in a confer- 
ence as to how the war was to be won, and he 
knows, as I thae that is the way to 
get peace if you want it for more than a few 
nrinutes. 

“All of this is a preface to the conference 
that I have referred to with regard to what 


mine, 


know, 


we are going to do. If we are true friends 
of freedom of our own or .anybody else’s, 
we will see that the power of this country 


and the productivity of this country is raised 
to its absolute maximum, and that absolutely 
nobody is allowed to stand in the way of it. 
When I say that nobody is allowed to stand 
in the way I do not mean that they shall be 
prevented by the power of the Government, 
but by the power of the American spirit. Our 
duty, if we are to do this great thing and 
show America to be what we believe her to 
be—the greatest hope and energy of the world 
—is to stand together night and day until the 
job is finished. 

“While we are fighting for freedom, we 
must see among other things that labor is 
free, and that means a number of interest- 
ing things. It means not only that we must 
do what we have declared our purpose to doy 
see that the conditions of labor are not ren- 
dered more onerous by the war, but also th 
we shall see to it that the instrumentalitie 
by which the conditions of labor are im 
proved are not blocked or checked. That 
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do. That has been the matter about 
which I have taken pleasure in conferring 
from time to time with your President, Mr. 
Gompers; and if I may be permitted to do 
so, I want to express my admiration of his 
patriotic courage, his large vision, and his 
statesmanlike sense of what has to be done. 


‘I like to lay my mind alongside of a mind 


that knows how to pull in harness. The 
horses that kick over the traces will have to 
be put in corral. 

“Now, to stand together 
body must interrupt the processes of our 
energy, if the interruption can possibly be 
avoided without the absolute invasion of free- 
dom. To put it concretely, that means this: 
Nobody has a right to stop the processes of 
labor until all the methods of éonciliation 
and settlement have been exhausted. And I 
might as well say right here that I am not 
talking to you alone. You sometimes stop the 
courses of labor, but there are others who do 
the same; and [ believe that 1 am speaking 
from my own experience not only but from 
the experience of others when I say that you 
are reasonable in a larger number of cases 
than the capitalists. I am not saying these 
things to them personally yet, because I 
hawen’t had a chance, but they have to be 
said,, not in any spirit of criticism, but in 
order to clear the atmosphere and come down 
to business. Everybody on both sides has 
now got to transact business, and a settle- 
ment is never impossible when both sides 
want to do the square and right thing. 

“Moreover, a settlement is always hard to 
avoid when the parties can be brought face 
to face. I can differ from a man much more 
radically when he is not in the,room than 
I can when he is in the room, because then 
the awkward thing is he can come back at 
me and answer what I say. It is always 
dangerous for a man to have the floor entirely 
to himself. Therefore, we must insist in every 
instance that the parties come into each 
other’s presence and there discuss the issues 
between them and not separately in places 
which have no communication with each 
other. 1 always like to remind myself of a 
delightful saying of an Englishman ,of the 
past generation, Charles Lamb. He stuttered 
a little bit, and once when he was with a group 
of friends he spoke very harshly of some man 


means that no- 


who was not present. One of his friends 
said, “Why, Charles, I didn’t know that you 
knew So and So.” “O-o-oh,” he said, “I-I 
d-d-don’t; I-I1 can’t h-h-hate a m-m-man I 
know.” There is a great deal of human nat- 
ure, of very pleasant human nature, in the 
saying, “It is hard to hate a man you know.” 
I may admit, parenthetically, that there are 
some politicians whose methods I do not at 
all believe in but they are jolly good fellows, 
and if they only would not talk the wrong 
kind of politics I would love to be with 


them. 


“So it is all along the line, in serious mat- 


ters and things less serious. We are all of 
the same clay and spirit, and we can get 
together if we desire to get together. There 


fore, my counsel to you is this: Let us show 
ourselves Americans by showing that we 
not want to go off in separate camps ‘or groups 
by ourselves, but that we want to co-operate 
with all other classes and all other 


do 


groups 


in the common enterprise which is to release 
the spirits of the world from bondage. I 
would be willing to set that up as the final 
test of an American. That is the meaning of 
democracy. I have been very much dis- 
tressed, my fellow-citizens, by some of the 
things that have happened recently. The mob 
Spirit is displaying itself here and there in 
this country. I have no sympathy with what 
some men are saying, but I have no sympa- 
thy with the men who take their punishment 
in their own hands, and I want to say to 
every man who does join such a mob that 
I do not recognize him as worthy of the free 
institutions of the United States. There are 
Some organizations in this country whose 


object is anarchy and the destruction of law, 
but I would not meet their efforts by making 
myself partner in destroying the law. I de- 
spise and hate their purpose as much as any 
man, but I respect the ancient processes of 
justice, and I would be too proud not to sce 
them done justice, however wrong they are. 

“So 1 want to utter my earnest protest 
against any manifestation of the spirit of law- 
lessness anywhere or in any cause. Why, 
gentlemen, look what it means. We claim 
to be the greatest democratic people in the 
world, and democracy means first of all that 
we can govern ourselves. If our men have 
mot self-control, then they are not capable 
of that great thing which we call democratic 
government. A man who takes the law into 
his own hands is not the right man to co- 
Operate in any formation or development of 
law and institutions, and some of the proces- 
ses by which the struggle between capital and 
labor is carried on are processes that come 
very near to taking the iaw imto your own 
hands. 1 do not mean for a moment to com- 
pare it with what I have jast been speaking 

» but I want to see that they are mere 
Sradations in this manifestation of the un- 

















willingness to co-operate, and that the fun- 
damental lesson of the whole situation is that 
we must not only take common counsel, but 
that we must yield to and obey common 
counsel. Not all of the instrumentalities for 
this are at hand. I am hopeful that in the 
very near future new instrumentalities may 
be organized by which we can see to it 
that various things that are now going on 
ought not to go on. There are various proc- 
esses of the dilution of labor and the unnec- 
essary substitution of labor and the bidding 
in distant markets and unfairly upsetting the 
whole competition of labor which ought not to 
go on; I mean now on the part of employers, 
and we must interject into this some instru- 
mentality of co-operation by which the fair 
thing will be done ali ‘round. I am hopeful 
that some such instrumentalities may be de- 
vised, but whether they are or not, we must 
use those that we have and upon every oc- 
casion where it is necessary, have such an 
instrumentality originated upon that occasion. 

“So, my fellow-citizens, the reason I came 
away from Washington is that I sometimes 
get lonely down there. There are so many 
people in Washington who know things that 
are not so, and there are so few people who 
know anything about what the people of the 
United States are thinking about. I have to 
come away and get reminded of the rest of 
the country. I have to come away and talk 
to men who are up against the real thing, 
and say to them. “I am with you if you are 
with me.” And the only test of being with 
me is not to think about me personally at all 
but merely to think of me as the expression 
for the time being of the power and dignity 
and hope of the United States.”

At the conclusion of his address the 
President was tendered a rousing ova- 
tion. A beautiful shower of American 
beauty roses was presented to the 
President and Mrs, Wilson.

pers, the delegates arose and gave 
three cheers in compliment to the 
President.

BUFFALO CONVENTION OF THE A. F, OF L. 





This surely was the most important labor ocnvention ever - 
held by the A. F. of L., or any other labor body that ever con- 
vened in the history of the world. 

For the first time in history the chief executive of a great 
nation, in time of war, left the seat of government in a special 
conveyance with all accompanying risks, traveled. nearly 1,000 
miles across the continent to extend cordial greetings to the 
representatives of organized labor of the nation. President 
Wilson was well repaid for the journey by the genuine, heart- 
felt greeting extended by the delegates of the convention. He 
spoke for forty-five minutes. Not a word but had its meaning. 
It was an address that will go down in history as one of the 
classics of English literature. (The speech is printed in full on 
page 4). , 

During the two weeks of the convention, whenever a reso- 
lution came up which meant loyal support of the A. F. of L. to 
President Wilson in the conduct of the war, it was enthusiast- 
ically adopted, with once in a while faint, very faint, indeed, 
objection. There were 168 resolutions introduced and disposed 
of. Many of them related to jurisdiction controversies, Owing 
to the general good feeling prevailing, there was little rancor 
developed. All seemed to be settled satisfactorily. 

For the first time since the A. F. of M. has been affiliated 
with the A. F. of L. the delegates of the A. F. of M. did not 
inflict the convention with resolutions of any kind. 

The date of the convention was changed from the second 
Monday in November to the second Monday in June of each 
year. The next convention will meet in St. Paul, Minn., the 
second Monday in June, 1918. 

Excepting John B. Lennon, treasurer, all the old officers 
were reelected by acclamation. Lennon was beaten by Daniel 
J. Tobin, President of the Teamsters. Lennon had held the 
position for 28 consecutive years and was a model officer.

SHAM PATRIOTISM, 

Misplaced patriotism runs riot at present, and musicians 
are too often the victims. As a sample, Local No. 40, A. F. of 
M., of Baltimore, Md., has been exceedingly generous in vol- 
unteering its members’ services for all kinds of patriotic pur- 
poses, which, if paid at schedule rates would amount to thou- 
sands of dollars. A short time ago an ambitious burlesque 
manager, playing in Baltimore, saw an opportunity of attract- 
ing attention to his show by offering to give a free performance 
at Camp Meade to entertain the soldiers. He consulted no one, 
but preemptorily ordered the actors and the orchestra to give 
the play gratis. The musicians, well knowing that the man- 
ager was not moved by patriotic motives, but by purely sordid 
interests, demurred on helping him out in his free advertising 
scheme. Well, then h 1 broke loose. Fur, feathers, fury and 
sound filled the ambient air. The “Baltimore American,” which 
bears the same relation to the organized labor movement in 
the east that the Los Angeles Times does in the west, turned 
its vituperative batteries on the unprotected musicians’ heads 
of Baltimore. They were denounced as slackers, Prussians, 
Huns, traitors, and ought to be arrested and interned. The 
rest of the press joined in the hue and cry. The noble, gen- 
erous acts of actual patriotism of these men was at once en- 
tirely forgotten, and the cunning greed of an unscrupulous man- 
ager, who acted as he did for purely mercenary purposes was 
lauded to the skies as patriotism. In time the people will see 
the light, but in the meantime much harm has come to our 
movement, not only in Baltimore, but all over the country, as 
the unfriendly press everywhere copiously copied these lurid 
misrepresentations of the real facts. 
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PERSHING IS LEARNING. 








General» Pershing, commander-in-chief of the American 
forces in France, has made a discovery. He has found out to 
his entire satisfaction that the French military bands are far 
superior to those of. America;and he does not like it, and like 
the usual American officer, as far at least as music is concerned, 
he thinks a general order to the effect that all’American bands 
in the military service must at once comply with this order will 
perform an Aladdin’s Lamp miracle, 

As an officer of the. United States, General Pershing is sub- 
ject to its laws, the same as the rest of us. The Congress of 
the U. S. has, in its superior wisdom, passed a law that the mili- 
tary bands in. the service shall be composed of a total’ of 28 
musicians each. The French military. bands are ‘composed of 
not less than 80 musicians each, with a drum and bugle corps 
of not less than. 50. Some crack regiments have much. larger 
bands and bugle corps. Now, how is Gen, Pershing, by General 
Order No. Steen Hundred going to make these 28 perfectly 
willing musicians equal to 80 welltrained musicians, backed by 
a spectacular drum and bugle corps of 50? Well, General, it 
can’t be done by issuing general orders. The French bands 
were brought to their high efficiency by long and intelligent 
training. 

The United States Government has given but little attention 
to music in either its military or naval service. The Marine 
Band, sometimes called the President’s own, of Washington, 
D. C., is the only naval band that ever received some attention 
from the government and was the only band in the service spe- 
cially featured. The other bands in the army and navy had to 
flounder along as best they might. 

There should be a special government department having 
complete charge and control of the music of the army and 
navy. The leaders of the bands should be commissioned offi- 
cers. In France there is a governmental music department hav- 
ing charge of the music of the army and navy and the other de- 
partments are not allowed to interfere with the work of the 
music department. The music of the French army and navy 
is under the supervision of first-class musicians who understand 
their business and do not depend upon preemptory orders is- 
sued by some commanding officer to improve the musical ser- 
vice,

ARMY AND NAVY INSURANCE LAW. 
Printed for the Information of Our Members in the Service. 


A division of miiltary and naval insurance of the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance has been organized as a part of the Treas- 
ury Department and is in active operation. A number of poli- 
cies on the lives of soldiers have already been issued, aggregat- 
ing nearly $25,000,000 in insurance. The benefits of the law are 
available to all of the members of the United States Army, 
Navy, and Nurses’ Corps. 

A short summary of some of the main features of the law 
follows: / 

Premiums for a $10,000 policy begin with $6.30 per month at 
ages 15, 16 and 17; increase to $6.40 per month for the ages 18, 
19 and 20; to- $6.50 per month for the ages 21, 22 and 23: to 
$6.60 per month for the ages of 24 and 25; to $6.70 per month 
for the ages of 26 and 27; to $6.80 per month for the age of 28; 
to $6.90 per month for the ages of 29 and 30; to $7 per month 
for the age of 31, with progressive increases for ages above 
those given. The minimum amount of insurance that may be 
taken out is $1,000. 

The compulsory allotment to a wife or children, which is 
separate from the insurance, shall not be less than $15 a month, 
and shall not exceed one-half of a man’s pay. A voluntary allot- 
ment, subject to regulations, may be as large as the insured de- 
sires, within the limits of his pay. 

In addition, the Government will pay monthly allowances 
as follows: rf 

Class A. In the case of a man to his wife (including a 
former wife divorced) and to his child or children: 

(a) If there be a wife but-no child, $15. 

(b) If there be a wife and one child, $25. 

(c) If there be a wife and two children, $32.50; each addi- 
tional child, per month, $5.00 additional. 

(d) If there be no wife bur one child, $5.00. 

(e) If there be no wife but two children, $12.50. 

(f) If there be no wife but three children, $20.00. 

(g) If there be no wife but four children, $30, with $5 per 
month additional for each additional child, 

Class B.- In the case of a man or woman, to a grandchild, 
a parent, brother, or sister: 














ee ae 


(a) If there be one parent, $10. 

(b) If there be two parents, $20. 

(c) For each grandchild, brother, sister, and additional 
parent, $5... . 

In the case of a woman, to a child or children: 

(d)- If there be one child; $5. 

(e) If there be two children, $12.50. 

(f) If there be three children, $20. 

(g), If there be four children, $30, with $5 per month ad- 
ditional for each additional child, 

If the man makes an allotment to certain other dependent 
relatives the Government will also pay them an allowance which 
may equal the allotment, but this shall not be more than the } 
difference between $50 and the allowance paid to the wife and 
children, 

The increased compensation in case of death runs from a 
minimum of $20 inonthly td ‘a motherless child; or $25 monthly 
to a childless widow, to a maximum of $75 monthly to a widow 
and several children. The widowed mother may participate in 
the compensation. 

In case of total disability the monthly compensation runs 
from a minimum of $30, if the injured man has neither wife nor 
child living, to a maximum of $75 if he has a wife and three or 
more children living, with $10 a month extra if he has a widowed 
mother dependent upon him, 

The maximum is enlarged still further, for when the dis- 
abled man constantly requires a nurse or attendant, $20 monthly 
may be added. If the disability is due to the loss of both feet, 
both hands or total blindness of both eyes, if he is helpless or 
permanently bedridden, $100 monthly is granted. 

The law contemplates future legislation for re-education and 
vocational training for the disabled,

WAKING UP. 


Among. other things that the European war has proved is 
the fact that music is.an essential part of daily human life and 
not merely a luxury as it has been considered. 

When the War Department Commission on Training Camp 
Activities was organized last spring, the first thing that the 
members did was to put song leaders in the camps, as they rec- 
ognized the importance of music as a spiritual force in estab- 
lishing and maintaining the morale of the army and navy. The 
truth of their reasoning has been so emphatically demonstrated 
by the success of the leaders both in the army and naval train- 
ing stations that the War Department has formally assigned 
the song leaders to the Quartermaster Corps at Large. While 
the song leaders will still be under the direct supervision of the 
Commission on Training Camp Activities, the fact remains that 
they are now an integral part of American Army life and the 
Government has put its official stamp on music both as a spirit- 
ual and fighting force. 

The long stride that the War Department has taken in rec- 
ognizing the great spiritual value of music is well summed up 
in a recent statement by Major General Greene, commander 
at Camp Lewis, American Lake, Wash. “They did not teach 
us to.sing in the old days when I was learning to be a soldier,” 
said Major General Greene, “but we sang anyway. Now the 
army has added this new branch, and we expect it will give the 
men a great deal of happiness and inspiration.” 

Truly it can never again be said that music is non-essential 
in the life of the average American.
